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Trade Topics. 


Pulping Engine. 





This is an improvement in machines 
for use in connection with the reduction of 
pulp or fibre for paper stock. 

Fig. 1 is a central vertical longitudinal 
sectional view of the machine. Fig. 2 is a 
partial vertical cross-sectional view. 

a indicates a suitable supporting frame 
provided with standards or the like to hold 
the frame at the desired elevation. 

4 indicates the main shaft of the machine, 
horizontally arranged longitudinally of the 
frame, and at one end journaled in a fixed 
journal box, ¢. This shaft is provided with 
a driving pulley, ¢@, rigid therewith. The 
shaft passes centrally through the vertical 
approximately stationary cylindrical casing 
e, mounted in the frame on the sides 
thereof. Within the casing the ‘shaft is 
provided with a disk, /, rigidly attached to 
the shaft to revolve therewith. 

g indicates a disk located within the 
casing and arranged parallel with and oppo- 
site the disk / and rigid with the sleeve 4, 
loosely surrounding one end of the main 
shaft and in which the main shaft revolves. 
This sleeve is mounted to revolve ina 
thrust bearing, 7, adjustably supported at 
one end of the frame. This thrust bearing 
is provided with the downwardly extending 
threaded extension 7. A threaded adjusted 
rotary shaft, 4, is mounted in the main 
frame against longitudinal movement and 
passes through the extension 7. This 
threaded adjusting shaft 4 is provided with 
a hand wheel, as shown, so that by turning 
the shaft & the bearing 7, and consequently 
the sleeve 4 and the disk g,can be ad- 
justed longitudinally and independently of 
the main shaft. 

The sleeve 4 is provided with the driving 
pulley /, rigid therewith, so that the sleeve 
and its disk can be driven in an opposite 
direction to that of the main shaft and its 
disk /. It should be noted that the sleeve 
A revolves freely on and can be adjusted 
longitudinally of the main shaft. 

The casing can be provided with suitable 
packing it desired, where the main shaft 
and the sleeve 4 enter the same. 

The disk /, rigid with the main axle, is 
located close to one side of the casing and 
is provided with the central annular space 
or opening m around the hub of the disk. 
This space m is closed at one end by the 
slide of the casing, so that the vertical hop- 
per ” always registers with the central 
opening m. This vertical feed hopper x is 
formed by an outward and upward bulge, 
preferably in one side of the casing, and at 
its inner lower end opens into the annular 
Space m in the disk, as described, and is 
open at its upper end to receive the material 
to be reduced in the machine. 

Series of fingers 0 project laterally from 
one face of disk / around the space m, and 
these fingers are arranged parallel or ap- 
proximately parallel to the axis of the disk. 
Two concentric series of fingers o are 
shown. There is a space of suitable width 

ctween the two series of fingers o to re- 
ceive a series of fingers Z, carried by the 
opposite disk g of the sleeve 4. 

‘These fingers, rods or bars, 0, are prefer- 
ably, although not necessarily, rounded in 
Cross section, and the figures of each series 
are located a suitable distance apart to per- 
mitthe pulp placed inthe space m to fly 
outwardly between the fingers. The fingers 
are rigidly connected at their ends, and are 
preferably formed integral with the disks. 

The opposite rotating disk ¢ is provided 
with a series of similar corresponding 
fingers, rods or bars, /, projecting into the 
Space between the two series of fingers o. 
lhe fingers # are also separated a suitable 
distance to permit passage of the pulp be- 
‘ween them, and these fingers / are also 
connected at their ends and are usually 
formed integral with their disk. 

The fingers # are preferably, although 
hot necessarily, rounded and are tapered 
toward the disk J, and the fingers o are 





tapered toward disk g. Fingers # enter 
the tapering or flaring annular space be- 
tween the two series of fingers 0. The ad- 
joining longitudinal portions or sides of the 
fingers o and / are provided with longitudi- 
nal cutting or knife ribs, 7g. Thus the fingers 
of the inner series of fingers 0 have the 
knife ribs longitudinally on their outer 
sides, while the fingers # each have two 
knife ribs located longitudinally on diamet- 
rically opposite sides to respectively engage 
the corresponding knives of the inner and 
outer series of fingers 0. These knife ribs 
or edges are arranged to pass each other 
with a shearing action on the pulp thrown 
outwardly between the fingers from the 
space m by centrifugal action. 

The casing of the machine is formed of 
sufficient width to permit adjustment of the 
disk g toward or from the disk f. Thus if 
it is not desired that the knives ¢ 
should have a cutting or shearing 
action on the pulp it is only necessary 
to adjust the sleeve 4 outwardly by 
the means described, thereby moving 
the disk g and the fingers J away 
from the disk /, so that by reason of 
the increased space between the fin- 
gers f and o the said knife edges ¢ 
will be separated such distance as to 
prevent the shearing action. It will 
thus be seen that the rounded bars or 
fingers 0 # can be employed to rub 
the fibre apart without cutting it by 
thus adjusting the fingers so that the 
space between them is increased. 
However, in order to provide for all 
cases and conditions of material the 
revolving disks have been made rela- 
tively adjustable toward each other, 
and the bars or fingers have been 
formed tapering with the side knives, 
so that the knives can be employed, 
if desired, to cut or shear the stock, 
and by reason of the adjustment all 
the lost motion can be taken up as 
the parts are worn and the distance 
between the cutting edges varied. 

The outer rim 7 of the disk g ex- 
tends around the outer series of fin- 
gers or bars 9 and is inclined or 


Each holder or socket in the casing car- 
ries a suitable number of knives, v, and 
forms the segment of a circle, so that all of 
the holders form a complete circle around 
the revolving shearing knives ¢. Each 
holder is provided with an outwardly pro- 
jecting shaft or shank, 4’, extending radially 
through and beyond the casing. Each 
shank is screw threaded at its outer por- 
tion, and passes through a U-shaped yoke 
or frame, c’, at its end secured on the exte- 
rior of the casing. A gear wheel, @’, is jour- 
naled in each yoke, and is provided with a 
threaded bore through which the threaded 
shank or shaft of the knife holder passes. 
A circular rack bar, ¢’, is located at the ex- 
terior of the casing, meshing with all of the 
gear wheels @. This circular rack bar is 
mounted on rollers engaging the inner 
periphery or surface of the rack bar, so that 
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tapered on its inner surface, and is provided | the bar is free to revolve in either direction. 
with the ribs g’ to coact with the ribs on the 


outer longitudinal sides of the fingers o of 
the outer series. This outer rim 7 is pro- 
vided with openings, s, between the knives 
g to permit the outward passage of the 
pulp. 

The outer side of the rim 7 of the disk 
g is provided with a series of outwardly 
projecting shearing knives, ¢. Theseknives 
are preferably arranged in pairs with a 
space between the knives of each pair, each 
space being preferably partially filled by a 
block of wood, #, as shown. The portion of 
the casing surrounding the rim or periph- 
ery of the disk g is provided with the 
inwardly projecting shearing knives v, ar- 
ranged to coact with the knives / with a 
shearing action to cut the fibres. These 


knives, v, are preferably separated by blocks | 


of wood or the like. The fingers o and /. 
rapidly moving in opposite directions, serve 
to rub or cut apart (as the case may be) the 
fibres. The mass of pulp constantly mov- 
ing outwardly by centrifugal action passes 
through the openings s and into the space 
between the stationary knives of the cas- 
ing and the revolving knives on the outer 
face of the rim 7, and is thoroughly disin- 
tegrated and refined by the shearing action 
between the revolving and stationary 
knives. 

When the pulp has been reduced to the 
proper degree or condition of fineness, it 
can be discharged through the side of the 
casing and through one or both of the open- 
ings a’, communicating with the space be- 
tween the stationary and moving knives. 
If desired, the pulp can be continuously 
discharged. 

In order to take up all wear between the 
knives carried by the frame and those car- 
ried by the disk g, the knives ~v are carried 
by holders adjustable radially of the disk 
and fitted in depressions in the outer wall 
of the frame. 





The rollers are preferably grooved to re- 
ceive the rack bar and hold it thereon. 
These rollers are carried by the lateral 
brackets /’. The circular hand bar or 
wheel g’ is secured to the outer side of the 
rack bar, so that the rack bar can be readily 
revolved by hand when desired. 

It will be observed that when the circular 
rack bar is revolved in one direction the 
gear wheels will all be revolved in the same 
direction and the threaded shanks will be 
moved longitudinally of the gear wheels to 
move the knife holders simultaneously in or 
out the desired distance. All of the knives 
carried by the casing can thus be simul- 
taneously and quickly adjusted, as desired, 
to take up wear or to increase the dis- 
tance between the rotary knives and the 
stationary knives.

The size of a trough connecting two 
vats or machines must be governed not only 
by the quantity of water or stock which is 
to flow through it, but by the speed or 
velocity at which the water or stock can be 
made to move. If a trough 150 square 
inches in section will, when flowing full, 
pass a certain quantity of water at a given 
velocity, by doubling the velocity the same 
quantity of water may be made to flow 
in a trough of one half the size, or 75 square 
inches in area. 

Velocity is dependent upon the head. 
When a closed trough or pipe leads from 
the bottom of a chest or vat the velocity, 
and consequently the quantity which will 
be discharged, is governed by the height of 
the water or stock in the chest, both the 


velocity and the quantity discharged being 
proportional to the square root of this head. 
This is the reason why in emptying a chest 
the stock always flows so much slower as 
the level falls. When the trough is open 
the velocity is yet due to the head, if in this 
case the head is considered as the difference 
in level between the two vats which the 
trough connects ; but the same laws do not 
apply. In the latter case, for a given area 
of water section the velocity, and also the 
quantity are proportional to the square root 
of the slope of the surface of the water. 
That is, if the slope is made four times 
greater the velocity and the quantity are 
doubled. From this it will be seen that 
if the trough is long and the distance be- 
tween the levels of the surfaces of the water 
in the two vats which the trough is to con- 
nect is slight, the trough must be larger 
than is necessary where the vats are 
near together or where the difference 
of levels is greater. When the vats 
are near together the slope of the sur- 
face of the water in the short trough 
connecting them must, in order to 
produce the velocity needed to pass 
a given: quantity, be practically the 
same as the slope of the surfaee of 
the water in a longer trough of the 
same size; since, however, its length 
is short, the total fall, which is the 
total difference in level, will be pro- 
portionally small. In any case where 
the difference of level in the two vats 
is large the trough may be made 
steep and therefore of smaller sec- 
tion. 

It is often desired to know the size 
of trough needed to carry a given 
quantity of water. Sometimes too 
one wishes to know the quantity of 
water which is flowing in a certain 
trough or to find the slope necessary 
to carry a given quantity. The usual 
way in a paper or pulp mill of deter- 
mining these things is by building a 
trough by guess, and if it is not large 
enough, or if the slope is not great 
enough, to build itover. By applying 
certain rules of hydraulics much time 
and expense may often be saved. One rea- 
son why this method of procedure is often 
followed is that the rules and formulas 
given in text books are made out for 
general cases, and do not apply to the 
particular class of work for which they 
are needed without considerable calcu- 
lation. 

In order to bring this into practical form 
I have reduced several formulas from hy- 
draulics. One of the fundamental hydraulic 
formulas for water flowing in an open 
channel or trough, and the one upon which 
several of the statements made above are 
based, is

where v = mean velocity of water 
r = hydraulic mean depth 


i = slope of surface of water 
c a constant, 


The hydraulic mean depth, r, is a term in 
hydraulics equivalent to the area of water 
section divided by the wetted perimeter, 
the wetted perimeter being the line of con- 
tact between a section of the water and the 
trough. For example, suppose we have a 
trough 8 inches square inside, containing 5 
inchesin depth of water. The area of water 
section will be 8 x 5 — 40 square inches, and 
the wetted perimeter will be 5+8+5 —18 
inches. The hydraulic mean depth, there-

fore, will be 8 inches. The slope of the sur- 


face of the water, i, is really the tangent 
of the angle of slope ; that is, it is the ratio 
of fall to a corresponding length of trough ;

whose value depends on the nature of the 
channel and other conditions. 

For planed boards and conditions such as 
are usually met in troughs of the sizes used 
in pulp and paper mills, c may be taken as 
130. This value is correct only when the

In this, as well as in equation (1), the units 
are feet and seconds; q is supposed to be 
expressed in cubic feet per second, a in 
square feet, and rin feet. In mill work it 
is customary to use gallons per minute in- 
stead of cubic feet per second, and the cross 
section of a trough is oftener expressed in 
inches than in decimals of a foot. Chang- 
ing the constant, 130, so that the formula 
may be used with the latter units, it reduces 
to

where Q = quantity of water flowing, expressed in 
gallons per minute. 

A = area of water section, expressed in 
square inches.

That is, we must express q in cubic feet 
instead of in gallons ; and ain decimals of 
a foot instead of in inches.

Inasimilar manner, if a certain quantity 
and area of water section are given, the 
slope of the surface i may be found from 
equation (6). Ifthe quantity of water and 
the slope are given, the required size of 
trough may be found by means of equation 
(5). This lattercannot be found by direct 
calculation, since R, which occurs on the 
right hand side of the equation, is dependent 
upon the area. In order, therefore, to use 
this it is necessary to try a value of A and 
a corresponding value of R. If the figures 
assumed do not satisfy the equation, other 
trials must be made until the two sides 
equal each other. 

The formulas and calculations given apply 
only to water or other similar liquids. They 
do not apply to thick stock. 

It must be carefully noted 1n all calcula- 
tions that i does not refer to the slope of the

A new kind of fuel was recently tried in 
Boston at the headquarters of the Boston 
Fire Department in connection with the 
fire engine. It is a mixture of Mexican as- 
phalt and peat or turf, packed and baked 
together. The combination, which is the 
result of experiments by George J. Altham, 
of the New England Turbine and Fuel Com- 
pany, of Boston, is reported to have secured 
very successful results in getting up steam 
quickly in the engine and holding a higher 
pressure while the engine was operating 
than cannel coal would do, as well as con- 
suming a smaller amount of fuel for a 
greater amount of work.

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February, I should think, was a rec- 
ord month in the Board of Trade returns.

Ido not know whether the paper trade had 
its full share of this prosperity, but I do 
know that things are very much more cheer- 
ful in paper trade circles at present, and 
there is less than the average amount of 
grumbling. 

The newly formed British Wood Pulp As- 
sociation is keeping the ball rolling. A 
meeting was held last Thursday in the 
rooms of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce in Eastcheap, with Mr. Alsing in the 
chair. In addition to the chairman, Messrs. 
Nordburg, Taylor, Henderson, Wemyss, 
Craig, Wettre, Maltby, Andrews, Hagborg 
(Hummel & Co.) and Mather were present. 
In addition to these a ‘‘ great gun” ap- 
peared in the person of William Melhuus, 
president of the Norwegian Wood Pulp 
Association, accompanied by a friend, and 
six press men, one of whom was understood 
to represent the Scandinavian press. Ten 
gentlemen carried on the business of the 
meeting, and therefore, according to Cocker, 
each had three-fifths of a press man all to 
himself. which is a pretty fair allowance. 
The utter unanimity of the proceedings 
made it partake of the character of a family 
chat. The old proverb touching two of a 
trade seems to be altogether out of date. 

The main business before the meeting 
was the election of officers and the consid- 
eration of rules drawn up by a committee 
for that purpose. ‘There was an interesting 
debate, several of the speakers bringing 
plenty of humor into the proceedings on the 
internal working of the society. L. P. 
Andrews (Christophersen, Andrews & Co.) 
was appointed honorary secretary, and a 
paid secretary will be invested with office 
later. A strong working committee was 
also formed. Mr. Melhuus, a tall, portly 
gentleman, with a good strong face full of 
character, made a capital speech in thor- 
oughly good and idiomatic English. It is 
understood that the committee will get to 
work at once, and that another meeting will 
be held in about a month.

ers’ Association held its annual meeting | 


and dinner, Sir John Evans, F. R. S., K.

The imitation hand made paper 
of this firm, tub-sized by hand and loft 
dried, is known pretty nearly everywhere. 
T. H. Saunders & Co. also become a limited, 
but this I think isa family arrangement. 
This concern has three vat mills at Sund- 
ridge and Darenth in Kent, and at High 
Wycombe in Bucks, and one machine mill 
near Dartford. 


The Cone Paper Mills at Woolaston, 
which brought their proprietor to grief a 
year or two ago, have been offered more 
than once,I believe, as a going concern, 
but without success. They will be sold up 
piecemeal on April 8. There is an 80 inch 
paper making machine by Bertram, with 
thirteen cylinders and two five bowl 
calenders. 


The Sault Ste. Marie Pulp Company, of 
Ontario, is sending specimens of its product 
to the Imperial Institute. The Canadian 
curator has given the trade to understand 
that about the end of April the company 
will be prepared to accept export orders for 
100 tons daily. The pulp is ground from 
Canadian white spruce and poplar. 

The Society of Chemical Industry seems 
to be going largely into paper making 
queries. Mr. Sindall, the chemist at Lloyds’, 
is going to lecture before it on the eternal 
question of moisture in wood pulp. Before 
the Liverpool section J. Beveridge is about 
to read two papers, one on ‘* Wood Cellu- 
lose Manufactured in Scandinavia” and the 
other ‘“‘A Calculation of the Amount of 
Steam Required to Dry a Ton of Paper or 
Pulp.” 

The report of the United Alkali Company 
states that the certified balance sheet and 
profit and loss account for the past year 
show a net profit of $1,236,290, and there 
1s added thereto $133,875 carried over from 
1894. Out of the total the directors paid in 
August an interim dividend on preference 
shares, and a further half year’s payment 
on these shares makes the amount $905,875. 
A dividend of half a dollar per share on the 
ordinary shares is recommended, which will 
claim $139,735; and the balance of $274,- 
445 is to be placed to reserve fund. 

The Paper Stainers’ Company protects the 
interests of a very artistic trade, and it 
means the public to know it. It under- 
lines the fact by presenting every president 
of the Royal Academy with the honorary 
freedom of the company. Lord Leighton 
was paid this compliment in July, 1884, and 
now his successor, Sir John Millais, has re- 
ceived the same honor. It is a highly in-

I have left the Manchester Ship Canal 
severely alone for a little time, so that I can 
speak of it once more with an easy con” 
science. A local paper says that there is 
every indication of a large increase in the 
timber and wood pulp trades this summer, 
the experience of shippers who imported 
direct to Manchester last year having fully 
demonstrated the superiority of the ship 
canal over any other line of access to the 
district for these trades. In the Baltic 
trade particularly further rapid develop- 
ment is confidently anticipated, and ship- 
owners are understood to be making ar- 
rangements on an extensive scale for deal- 
ing with this traffic as soon as the Upper 
Baltic. Gulf of Finland, and White Sea 


ports are clear of ice. A large increase in 
the importation of wood pulp and timber 
from Canada and the United States is also 
looked for, as the regular services to be es- 
tablished from the St. Lawrence ports, &c., 
will offer facilities hitherto unattainable. 


The editor of Wood Pulp tells me that 
an early number of his clever little paper 
will be printed on a paper made in the 
United States from poplar pulp. This is 
sure to attract a good deal of attention on 
this side. 

The important industrial exhibition to be 
held at Berlin will open its doors on the 
first of May, and I hear that there is every 
likelihood that it will be ready on time. 
A staff of over 2,000 workmen has been en- 
gaged for months, and everything is being 
pushed ahead with much energy. The 
large hall is entirely of iron and glass, and 
it covers an area as large as the whole of 
the Berlin Exhibition of 1879. It will be 
lighted by 508 arc and some 250 incandes- 
cent lamps. Although the lines are not 
altogether pleasing, its white color forms 
a striking contrast to the surroundings. 
Exception has been taken to the absence of 
loftiness in the large dome, which is covered 
with aluminium, and the height of which 
(about 140 feet) is too low as compared with 
its diameter of 105 feet, a fact which is 
only enhanced by the two turrets, which 
are 200 feet in height. Group XVI., ‘* Paper 
Industries,” will be a strong feature. The 
first section inclules papers of every kind, 
including the colored and glazed papers 
which are a specialty in Germany. The 
second division will embrace blank books 
and bindings, and the third stationery and 
papier de luxe. 

Sir J. T. Brunner, of alkali fame, is very 
sound on technical education. Speaking 
lately in his own domain of Northwich, he 
said that his lengthy experience of business 
in this country enabled him to assure every 
boy and girl that there is hardly a trade, 
from one end of the country to the other, 
in which there is not a fortune to be made 
by a man or woman who knew all that there 
is to be known aboutit. He regretted to 
say, and be said it without fear of contra- 
diction, that in a very large measure the 
trades of this country, whether trades of 
distribution or trades of manufacture, are 
managed by people who know very little 
about them. The number of great busi- 
nesses in the hands of men who care more 
about fox hunting, shooting and fishing 
than about their business is very large. If 
one looked round it seems as if it is the 
ambition of well-to-do people in this coun- 
try’to bring their children up not to busi- 
ness, but tosport. He could assure every 
student that there is a great deal of pros- 
perity, an open road to fortune, to anyone 
who studies a trade so as to know more 
about it than his neighbor. 

I haven't heard of or seen a paper collar 
for ages. The other day, however, I noted 
acurious juxtaposition in my evening jour- 
nal. In one column it remarked airily: 
** There are 15,000,000 paper collars manu- 
factured yearly in Great Britain.” In an- 
other it gave vent to the following philippic : 
‘*Another impostor is the paper collar, 
much less frequently seen of late than in 
years gone by. Of all the mean shams 
which have so abundantly marked the his- 
tory of male costume, none has been more 
pitiful than the paper collar. This is a 
paper age. The ages of stone and bronze, 
of copper and iron and wood—all are past. 
Paper holds the field. Most of us think 
paper (either of the morning or evening 
variety, or both); many spoil paper; all 
talk paper. In the form of papier maché

we are promised paper houses, while paper 
blankets are recommended to the poor as 
being both grateful and comforting. Some 
years ago an enterprising firm advertised 
paper skirts for ladies, but their ‘frou frou’ 
did not greatly attract the fair. However, 
paper clothes for both men and women may 
‘come in’ by and by, and then the paper 
collar will come by its own. Meanwhile it 
may be ignored.” 

A maker showed me recently a half sov- 
ereign which his machines had been trying 
to make into paper. It had got as far as 
the beaters. Finds of this nature were 
more frequent in the old days, when all 
sorts of rags from every country under 
heaven reached the paper mill. Anything 
not exactly adapted for paper making was 
usually found by the rag cutters. At one 
mill two Australian bank notes were discov- 
ered sewn upin a corset, and the girl who 
struck oil luckily rescued them intact. 
Another cutter was lucky enough to come 
across three French 10 fr. gold pieces, 
which had been carefully sewn into the 
breast of a vest on the inside, and exactly 
opposite three separate buttons. In each 
case the girls took their finds to the office, 
where the foreign money was exchanged 
into pounds sterling and handed back as a 
reward of honesty. 

Many coins, buttons and a variety of 
miscellaneous objects often even travel a 
stage further than the beaters and are 
fished out of the sand traps; but in the cut- 
ting room there is or was a possibility of 
more gruesome discoveries. Some time 
ago in 77t- Bits a writer noted a find of this 
nature in the shape of the hand and part of 
the arm of a child. ‘‘Such a discovery 
amongst a room full of women and young 
girls naturally caused great consternation. 
After the strong-nerved ones had satisfied 
their curiosity, weak and strong together, 
actuated by * that feeling which makes the 
whole world kin,’ assembled at the meal 
hour and reverently- buried the ‘ mystic 
hand’ in a grave a short distance from the 
works. Lesser finds of a similar nerve- 
shaking description, such as human fingers 
and toes rolled in bandages, were fre- 
quently met.” 

‘The same writer noted a find which re- 
calls a familiar device of the smuggler. 
“A girl was given acoil of thick manilla 
rope to cut into short lengths, and on mak- 
ing the first cut discovered that it had a 
‘black heart,’ as she termed it. She un- 
twined a portion of the rope and extracted 
the heart, which measured between 6 and 7 
feet in length. This she handed over to 
me, and I was able by means of this lucky 
‘find’ to smoke my pipe duty free for the 
following month.” Such a bonanza might 
be hit upon yet, for mercantile Jack fre- 
quently plays this game to this day with the 
custom house.

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A few representative paper men re. 
port slight improvement in business, but 
these constitute, it must be confessed, only 
a small minority of the whole number. 
Candor also compels the statement that 
some are disposed to complain seriously, 
but they form even a smaller minority than 
those on the good side. Most of the trade 
have little to say, either good or bad. That 
things with them are running about as they 
have been for some time past is about all 
that can be said. In other words, the paper 
business, like most other lines, taking the 
average, is about at a standstill, so to speak. 
Not that there is nothing being done, by 
any means, but there is neither retrogres- 
sion nor progression, things just about hold- 
ing their own as compared with previous 
reports. The chief complaints which pre- 
vail to any general extent are low prices 
and slow collections ; in these two regards 
there is certainly no improvement of the 
situation. Chicago paper men as a class, 
however, are in nosense cast down. De- 
spite the many drawbacks to business of all 
kinds, now too common, the feeling is quite 
general that they are little more than tem- 
porary ; and the gentlemen referred to are 
fighting their way onward, doing all that is 
to be done and looking cheerfully forward 
to the time, believed not to be far distant, 
when better conditions shall prevail. 

News print maintains its long time posi- 
tion as the one really bright star in the 
paper sky. The market is strong and prices 
are firm. On account of the scarcity of 
pulp and the abnormal demand which must 
keep up for months to come, the predic- 
tion is confidently made that prices will go 
higher yet. Let print mill men rejoice 
accordingly. 

Strawboard matters, too, are looking up, 
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as witness the following from a recent issue 
of the Chicago 77zbune-: 

‘‘ American Straw Board stock continues 
reasonably strong.. It sold at 45 at opening 
yesterday, advanced to 473/, and closed at 
47. The condition of the company is re- 


ported to be better than it has been for 


some time and earnings are now at the rate 
of 7 per cent. upon the capital stock. The 
directors of the company will meet on April 


14 and will take up the recommendation of 


the executive committee for the payment of 
a dividend of 1144 percent. upon the stock, 
It is considered now a certainty that the 


directors will adopt the recommendation of 


the executive committee. The Straw Board 
Company retired during the month of 
March $67,000 in bonds under the provi- 


sions of the mortgage, which require the set- 


ting aside of $50,000 annually as a sinking 
fund for this purpose. The International 
Trust Company, of Boston, which acts as 
trustee for the Straw Board Company, adver- 
tised for these bonds and secured them ata 
fraction under par. There is a provision in 
the mortgage which is not generally under- 


stood, that the company shall set asidz for a 


sinking fund not only $50,000 a year, but 
the amount of interest saved upon bonds 
which have been retired. The original 
bond issue was $1,250,000, and including 
the $67,000 retired in March a total of $350,- 
000 has been bought in by the company. 
The bonds bear 6 per cent. interest, and the 
amount in interest charges saved through 
the retiring of $350,000 will be $21,000 for 
the present year. This, added to the $50,- 
000, will give $71,000 to be used in the pur- 
chase of bonds next year, which will reduce 
the bonded indebtedness to $829,000. The 
Straw Board Company has nineteen mills in 
various portions of thecountry. Of these 
only ten are in operation. The company is 
pursuing the policy of operating only those 
mills necessary to meet the requirements for 
strawboard product. Those mills are being 
operated which are the most centrally 
located, and a considerable saving is ex- 
pected through operating only the mills 
necessary to fill orders.” 

Secretary Watkins pronounces this article 
correct in the main, except in so far as it 
relates to the matter of declaring a divi- 
dend. This prediction may or may not 
turn out to be true, but it is at least prema- 
ture. It must be borne in mind in this con- 
nection that the company has recently 
expended a large amount of money in re- 
pairs and new fittings, and that its plants in 
operation are consequently all in splendid 
condition, this state of affairs constituting 
in itself a most excellent ‘‘ dividend,” as it 
were, for the stockholders. 

The directors’ meeting referred io will be 
held at New Portage, Ohio, instead of at 
headquarters in Chicago, as usual. This 
will be done on account of many of the 
members of the board living in the East, 
New Portage, where one of the company’s 
principal mills is situated, being a conven- 
ient half-way place for all. 

One who deals largely in strawboard, and 
who is entirely independent of the American 
Company and of everybody else connected 
with the industry, says: ‘* The strawboard 
situation is much improted. When board 
was selling at $15 and $16 the manufacturers 
were losing money right along. Suppose 
they are now getting $32.50 forit? That is 
not ‘big ’—all things considered. A large 
proportion of the difference between former 
and present prices was required to overcome 
actual loss—to ‘geteven;’ the rest repre- 
sents only a fair, legitimite profit. Con- 
sumers are well pleased. Each one knows 
now what ‘the other fellow’ has to pay, 
and can arrange his own scale of prices ac- 
cordingly. Old, cheap stocks are now all 
used up; cutting is done away with, 
because it is practically impossible ; every 
box maker pays the same for his boards now 
as every other box maker, and all are feel- 
ing happy.” 

*T were well if some good word could be 
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said for the once great straw paper industry, 
but the fates seem to have willed otherwise. 
Geo. P. Jones, receiver for the Columbia 
Straw Paper Company, is running eleven 
mills now (two of these having been re- 
cently leased), and is making straw paper. 
So are several individual mills in a fitful sort 
of way; but prices are ‘‘’ way down” and 
profits are pretty nearly nil. 

The same gentleman quoted above in 
regard to strawboard — one of the most 
level-headed men, by the way, in the 
trade—says: ‘‘ The straw paper industry is 
a thing of the past. There will always be 
some mills making straw paper, of course; 
there will always be some demand for it, too, 
but it will be ‘ mighty’ little. Its uses have 
been met by better products at very slight 
advance in price, and it is a line of manu- 
facture which will never again occupy a 
commanding position in the market.” 

A member of‘the once much talked of re- 
organization committee says that the pros- 
pect of bringing the different members of 
the straw paper trade together upon a com- 
mon basis is receding further and further 
into the dim distance; that it is now every 
man for himself, and that no one in the trade 
is making anymoney. He hopes, however, 
that straw will be cheaper after the ap- 
proaching harvest, and then the chances will 
be better. 

The master’s report in the matter of the 
foreclosure proceedings against the Colum- 
bia Straw Paper Company is expected to be 
filed in court to-day. It is understood to be 
favorable to the bondholders. As opposing 
interests will probably fight this report, it 
may be a long time yet before a decree of 
sale. 

J. C. Armstrong, for some years past 
identified with the house of Wm. M. & J. S. 
Van Nortwick, Appleton, Wis., has cast in 
his lot with the Chicago community. Mr. 
Armstrong has become a stockholder in the 
wholesale paper concern of Kelley & Co. 
and assumed an active share of the busi- 
ness. Were ita firm instead of a corpora- 
tion Mr. Armstrong would be called a part- 
ner. His untiring industry, his pleasant, 
‘‘ taking” ways, being so well known, 'tis 
safe to predict that Mr. Armstrong's success 
in his new field will prove the wisdom of 
Mr. Kelley's choice of him as an associate. 


The H. Channon Company has now in the 
hands of the printer a treatise on rope trans- 
mission. It will be in the form of a nice 
little book, which will contain many facts of 
useful information. The company will be 
glad to send copies to anyone interested.

The bankrupt stock of the Benedict Paper 
Company, Kansas City, has been sold for 
70 per cent. of the inventory, the total 
amount received being about $16,000. The 
purchaser is the Sheridan-Clayton Com- 
pany, St. Joe, Mo.

| Not quite so gratifying, however, is 
the decision rendered by Judge Shiras, 
of the same court, that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has no power 
or right to require railways to carry 
foreign freights arriving at our seaports 
at the same rate as freight originating 
atthose ports. The judge concluded 
that the commission is bound to con- 
sider all of the conditions governing the

Ir is a pleasure to note that the Tor- 
rey bankruptcy bill has been favor- 
ably reported to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and that its consideration 
will begin on Wednesday next.

Its various details 
have been prepared with unusual care, 
and its equal justice and fairness to 
both creditor and debtor will, without 
doubt, prove as beneficial to good busi- 
ness methods as they will in encourag- 
ing business morality and confidence. 
There seems to be little hope of the 
measure becoming law at this session of 
Congress, but its friends believe that 
it will get to the Senate, and in that 
case will, under the head of ‘ unfin- 
ished business,”” stand an excellent 
chance of being brought up early in 
the next session.

THAT export duty on pulp wood con- 
tinues to trouble the waters of Cana- 
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tions in which various interests are 
deeply involved. Pulp wood is not the 
most important element among indus- 
tries dependent on Canadian forests, and 
those who urge the necessity of the 
export duty on pulp wood seem to for- 
get that other interests than their own 
are entitled to equal recognition. The 
owners of Canadian timber limits do 
not accord with those who demand the 
imposition of an export duty, and 
they can see that the loss would 
be all on their side, with small chance 
of benefit to Canadian industries. It is 
a fallacy to declare that American 
spruce is about exhausted, and that ere 
long the sole dependence of our pulp 
manufacturers will be the Canadian 
forests. It is fair to say that Canadian 
spruce owners are seldom heard talk- 
ing such nonsense. One of them frank- 
ly says that ‘‘the United States could 
get along a thousand years without 
buying one stick of Canadian timber.” 
There are vast quantities of spruce 
yet standing in this country, large 
areas of which are untouched, virgin 
forest. It is safe to predict that long 
before this supply is hopelessly ex- 
hausted science and human ingenuity 
will have provided other sources of sup- 
ply for the raw material of pulp mak- 
ing. As for the time when our printers 
and publishers shall be reduced to a 
state of vassalage and survivors-at-will 
to Canadian producers of spruce pulp 
wood, it seems to be so dimly distant 
as to be quite invisible.

Fred Irving Lake, manager of the 
Chicago office of the New York and Penn- 
sylvania Company—I come to New 
York several times a year to learn how 
things are going on; to acquire wisdom, 
asit were. With us trade conditions are 
varied and depend mainly upon local con- 
ditions, such for instance as the class of 
goods, the importance of the mill, &c. Our 
business has kept up in the West remark- 
ably well, and within the past six months 
has shown a gratifying increase as com- 
pared with the trade of the preceding half 
year. We handle a large and varied line of 
goods, of course, being extensive manufac- 
turers, yet are working more and more in 
specialties. Trade is not going to remain 
long in statu quo, since even now better 
conditions begin to prevail, and this 
despite the disposition of some manufac- 
turers to shade off and prices to remain 
stationary. Along with the revival is com- 
ing a good feature in the large apprecia- 
tion of good goods at fair prices, instead of 
for cheaper grades at any price. Collec- 
tions with us are always good, and where 
there is a complaint on the part of some 
business men of slowness in this regard it 
is because they do not push their collec- 
tions vigorously. I think that, all things 
considered, money is easier than it was a 
year ago, and that legitimate speculation 
is increasing. Althqugh there is a great 
deal of talk about mill building, there is lit- 
tle of it going on in the West at this season.

THE MONEY MARKET.—There was 
a fair volume of business in the Stock Ex- 
change, and most of the moving shares 
closed at fractionally higher figures. Call 
loans on stock collateral ruled easy at 3@ 
3% percent., with large offerings. Domes- 
tic time money is quoted at 4 per cent. for 
thirty to ninety days, 4% per cent. for four 
to five and 44%@5 per cent. for six to seven 
months, and brokers report only a moder- 
ate demand and a light business. The in- 
quiry for the best paper is larger, but thére 
is not much pressure of notes. Quotations 
are 5%4@6 per cent. for sixty to ninety 
day indorsed bills receivable, 53,@6 per 
cent. for four months’ commission house 
names, 6 per cent. for prime and 6% per 
cent. andabove for good four to six months’ 
single names. Some of the Eastern mills, 
particularly those in Massachusetts, seem 
to be anxious to borrow. It has been no- 
ticed for some little time past that the best 
demand for money comes from New Eng- 
land. The small inquiry for New York 
exchange in Boston is the reflection of this 
condition. Foreign exchange was dull and 
steady. Posted rates were $4.88%4 for sixty 
days and $4.89% for sight. Actual rates 
were $4.873/ @4.88 for sixty daysand $4.88 4 
@4.88% for sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—The high water 
which prevails in the East has caused re- 
striction of production which is working 
harm, particularly in the News trade, where 
deliveries are much delayed. Other than 
this the market is without any special fea- 
ture, except that the Writing manufacturers 
are informally discussing the advisability 
of a shutdown, and some are hoping that 
the talk will lead to action in that direc- 





tion. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The Calcutta market is 
strong. On spot 500 bales paper quality, 
ex store, were sold on p. t. 

WOOD PULP.—There is a scarcity of 
ground wood owing to restriction of product 
in Maine, where high water has interfered 
with the running of many mills. 

WOOD FIBRE.—There is a fair volume 
of trade, especially with domestic prod- 
uct. Bleached Soda is quoted at 1.80@ 
2%c. Domestic Sulphite is quoted at 
1%@2c., as to quality, for Unbleached, 
and 8c. for Bleached. Foreign grades are 
quoted as follows: Unbleached Pine, soda 
process, 14,@2'%c.; Bleached, same proc- 
ess, 2.30@3/c.; Unbleached, sulphite proc- 
ess, 2.05@2.55c.; Bleached, do., 3@3%c.; 
Bleached Straw Pulp, 3.80c. There were 
imported this week at New York 108 tons of 
Chemical Fibre, being 105 tons from Ant- 
werp and 3 tons from Rotterdam. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK. 
—There is a very large stock of dullness in 
the market for foreign rags. Importers are 
not bringing out stocks, except in response 
to orders, and consumers are not placing 
orders except in a small way. Imports for 
the week aggregated 2,735 bales and 108 
tons, being 870 bs. rags, 587 bs. papers, 108 
tons chemical fibre and 1,278 bs. manillas. 
Ports of shipments and quantities are as fol- 
lows: Antwerp, 25 bs. rags, 105 tons chemi- 
cal fibre; Bordeaux, 58 bs. rags ; Dundee, 
101 bs. manillas ; Hamburg, 355 bs. rags, 
283 bs. manillas; Leghorn, 200 bs. rags; 
Liverpool, 564 bs. manillas; London, 554 
bs. papers; Marseilles, 52 bs. manillas; 
Rotterdam, 240 bs. rags, 3 tons chemical 
fibre.

fewer mills in existence with better or more 
expensive equipments. It isa fine writing 
mill in the fullest sense of the word, witha 
capacity of 5 tons per day, or approximately 
10,000 pounds. In order to keep this mill 
busy and in a prosperous and profitable con- 
dition not a little brains and energy, besides 
stolid and sordid capital, will be required ; 
but, assuredly, with capitalist or manufac- 
turer an investment is an investment, out of 
which is born shrewdness and sagacity, and 
really no advice along this line is needed 
from an obscure source. Experience, not 
words, counts. It is only hoped by the 
community, the valley, the State, and in 
fact, by the general trade, that the new pur- 
chasers will be worthy men who will place 
the plant in immediate running order and 
give employment to the unfortunate work- 
men who were cast out. 

However, the main departments of the 
mill have been fully as busy the past few 
months as they ever were. Under orders 
from the court all of the material was 
worked up, and the mill continued, not ata 
loss, but at an evident profit—a material 
one—if the receivers’ reports are considered 
acriterion. One department has suffered, 
viz., the job printing rooms. It seems that 
prices quoted by the concern on printing 
were ridiculously low. Dayton has a num- 
ber of substantial printing houses, but they 
all winced under the compunctionless knife 
of the Browntown plant. Now, the up- 
town establishments report a better and 
more uniform business. They like and in- 
vite lively and justifiable competition ; but 
they are loud squealers on unfair methods 
or practices. In short, many assert that 
the manifest carelessness in the job depart- 
ment of the White Paper Company hastened 
the smash up. 

I have not advertised the sale of the 
White Company's plant, from the fact that 
I knew that Mr. Gottschall properly under- 
stood his business and would attend to that 
detail. Evidently he has done so, and with 
eminent satisfaction. Several well-fed, 
silk-tiled, adequately groomed gentlemen 
have been loafing about the swell hotels 
and the club this week, and it is inciden- 
tally mentioned that they spend an hour or 
two each day at the mills, noting general 
details and busy proceedings. Suffice it to 
say that each has a certified check in his 
inside pocket ready to spring next Tuesday 
with perfect familiarity. Circulars have 
been sent everywhere—East, West, North 
and South and up in the air, and scores of 
earnest bidders will be present. 

A new phase of the Eagle Paper Com- 
pany’s assignment, recently chronicled in 
these columns, has come up in the filing of 
a suit in the Warren County court by J. 
Francis Allen and John M. Carr against 
that company. They state that after the 
assignment on January 22, 1896, and after 
the appointment of D. B. Anderson as as- 
signee, an inventory and appraisement of 
assets, together with a schedule of debts 
and liabilities, was filed, by which it ap“ 
peared that the appraised value of both real 
and personal property was $105,265, and 
that the excess of assets over liabilities, as 
per appraisement, was $23,329.74. They 
continue to state that for the past three 
years the net receipts of the company have 
not been sufficient to pay 6 per cent. annual 
dividend on the paid up capital stock. For 
this reason the plaintiffs ask that some dis- 
interested person may be appointed re- 
ceiver to take charge of the property and 
assets of the company and within a reason- 
able time to reduce the same to cash under 
order of the court, and that the bona fide 
indebtedness of the firm be ascertained and 
paid, and the remaining funds distributed 
among the stockholders. 

Now you see it and now you don't! Such 
is life—one man says something, another 
disputes, and the court decides. In this in- 
stance the outcome will be watched with 
considerable interest. 

There is a well defined rumor that the 
Hamilton Repudlican and Daily News 
will consolidate. The field is not large 
enough for two. Hamilton contains too 
many afternoon newspapers and does not 
support a single morning sheet. The 
Republican, which is conducted by our 
friend Walter Tobey, would make a 
thorough success of it in that lone field. 
At the same time the city would ap- 
preciate the change. I notice that Franklin 
has a new paper and that another will 
be launched shortly at Lewisburg, west of 
Dayton. Franklin's new paper is a daily 
and of the character usually found in 
smaller towns. One thing is sure—the pro- 
prietors use a good quality of paper, and 
they do not send out of town for the prod- 
uct either. 

Chauncey W. Young, at one time super- 
intendent or general manager of the White 
Paper Company, was calling on friends in 
the city the past week. Mr. Young, who is 
a capable and thorough salesman, once 
associated with the Franklin trade very 
actively, is now with a well-known Fox 
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River Valley concern. He was one of the 
many creatures of ill fortune who sank 
their every dollar and best energy in a hope- 
less cause; his financial interest in the 
plant ran into many thousands, while it was 
supplemented by good, honest work as 
general manager. This title applied to him 
only as general manager of the mills, and 
he was never advised regarding finances or 
the business policy of the firm. He was led 
to the slaughter with the common herd, and 
his legion of Miami Valley friends are glad 
to know that he is hustling, honestly, 
bravely and successfully, 

Notwithstanding the strong resistance of 
Prosecuting Attorney Charles H. Kumler 
to the application of the counsel for W. W.

The long period of business depres- 
sion is beginning to show results in quar- 
ters where financial weakness was not ex- 
pected, a case in point being the failure of 
Spaulding & Tewksbury, No. 180 Summer 
street, this city. 

The announcement of this firm’s failure 
was first made public yesterday, and it was 
a matter of considerable surprise to those 
of the trade not cognizant of the firm's 
impending trouble. 

The firm of Spaulding & Tewksbury is 
said to be the oldest strawboard house in 
the country, and John F. Spaulding, the 
head of the firm, is looked upon as a man of 
high business ability. 

As per statements given to the press, the 
firm's assets are $200,000 and the liabilities 
$130,900. The margin of $70,000 in assets 
over liabilities is regarded as sufficient for 
a large shrinkage and yet leave a handsome 
dividend, if not pay dollar for dollar. 

The probability of creditors receiving 100 
cents on the dollar is a pleasing feature to 
contemplate, and since it is stated that the 
creditors show a kindly feeling toward to 
the old house, and evince a disposition to 
accept the terms which may be offered, it is 
hoped that payment in full may eventuate. 

The failure—which a member of the firm 
says May amount to no more than an exten- 
sion of credit—was due toa large amount

Mr. Pierce said that if 
it were not for the efforts of Colonel Has- 
kell the bringing of the question before the 
people would have been retarded ten years. 

Colonel Haskell replied in a fitting man- 
ner, though he disclaimed the full measure 
of credit in the presence of gentlemen whom 








he thought worthier of the honor. He gave 
a history of the movement from its com- 
mencement twenty years ago, at the same 
time paying a warm tribute to the aid which 
Governor Rice had extended to the scheme, 
as well as that given by Governors Talbot, 
Robinson, Ames and Brackett. He com- 
mended the influence of the commercial 
men in the movement, of whom he said 
they were also a strong retarding force 
when opposed to any improper or unwise 
legislation. Colonel Haskell was confident 
that the great body of the people would 
give the measure its strong support. Still 
it was necessary that it should be fully ex- 
plained, in order that it might be intelli- 
gently voted upon by the people of the Com- 
monwealth. A thorough organization of 
the friends of the measure should be made 
early, with the idea of actively prosecuting 
the campaign. 

On Monday of last week Train, Smith & 
Co. started up at their mills at Bristol, N.H., 
one of Conley’s patent engines and the 
results are said to be far beyond the most 
sanguine expectations entertained by Mr. 
Conley, the inventor. When the engine 
was started its results were watched with 
considerable interest by a party of paper 
makers who came from Maine to see what 
this engine would accomplish. One of the 
visitors stated to the writer that ‘‘ the en- 
gine was a success, as it did four times as 
much work with the same power and in the 
same time as one of the old engines.” It is 
said that this engine will beat off 1,200 
pounds of stock in two hours, while it takes 
five hours to beat off 600 pounds in one of the 
old style engines, the paper, moreover, being 
stronger and better. As an evidence of this 
latter claim sheets of manillas from the 
stock furnished by this new engine were 
shown at Train, Smith & Co.’s Federal 
street office. ‘*Conley’s revolving bed- 
plate engine,” said one gentleman, “ is 
going to revolutionize the paper making 
business.” It is claimed to be the first real 
improvement in the old Hollander engine in 
a hundred years, and the invention comes 
at a time when the saving of power is of 
very great importance to paper manufac- 
turers. Then, again, it is pointed out that 
this engine is the only one which will brush 
sulphite pulp without cutting the fibre, 
thereby doing away with the Jordan. This 
engine, now set up at Train, Smith & Co.'s 
Bristol mill, is the first one built ; but the 
success of the engine is so pronounced that 
paper makers in general will be soon giving 
some attention to its merits.

Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL correspondent 
was able to see some of the officials of the 
pulp company before they left for New 
York, and learned that the plants of the 
company are to be enlarged. This will in- 
crease the output and will give employment 
to more hands, which is pleasing news to 
Gouverneurians.

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& Sewall ‘grinders for their mill. This is 
their second order for grinders with the 
Watertown company. They require a large 
improved grinder for heavy work, with 16 
inch pressure cylinders. 

There was much rejoicing at the Outter- 
son paper mill at Brownville last week. The 
new paper machine was started up for the 
firsttime. The new addition was completed 
and quite an auspicious opening was the re- 
sult. This makes the Outterson mill a 
double machine mill, and everything points 
to a very prosperous season with the com- 
pany. It will be soon almost impossible to 
find a single machine mill in Northern New 
York, which speaks volumes for the enter- 
prise and push of this wonderful pulp and 
paper manufacturing centre. 

The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper 
Company also had a little opening last 
week. The new drying plant made here 
for the company was started, and Manager 
Birmingham is very much pleased with its 
workings. 

The warm wave has thawed the snow up 
in the mountains; the water in the Black 
River is piling up higher and higher. It 
was hoped that the snow would go off 
gradually in the mountains, but the extreme 
heat for the past two or three days is melt- 
ing it rapidly, and as a consequence the 
freshet is more than the banks of the Black 
River can stand. The Remington Paper 
Company has been obliged to shut down, as 
the water got so high that it was with the 
utmost difficulty the machines could be kept 
running. Reports come in from Glen Park, 
Brownville and Dexter that the mills and 
mill men there are having their full share 
of trouble and worry. They are all running 
under decreased speed. The water has 
carried away anumber of buildings on the 
banks, and the boiling tloods have attracted 
hundreds of spectators.

The roofs of the buildings will have steel 
trusses throughout, and in designing these 
buildings everything has been so con- 
structed as to render them thoroughly fire- 
proof.

Corliss engine. 





MIDDLE STATES, 

The Niagara Falls Paper Company, Ni 
agara Falls, N. Y., has awarded the con- 
tract for furnishing the shafting required in 
its new construction to the Eastern Forge 
Company of Massachusetts, Boston, Mass. 
The contract aggregated 75 tons of shafting 
completely finished and for prompt de- 
livery. 

Charles E. Wackerhagen's mill at Canaan 
Four Corners, N. Y., has shut down for 
repairs. 

The engine at the Marshal! Brothers mill, 
Yorklyn, Del., broke down a few days ago, 
entailing a loss of about $2,500. 

Harry Pierson, of Lambertville, N. J., 
has taken charge of the Great Spring Mills, 
New Hope, Pa., which he purchased re- 
cently from Jennie E. Pool. 

E. B. Toedt, manager of the Fairbanks 
Company, Albany, N. Y., reports that 
notwithstanding the general depression 
throughout the manufacturing world the 
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Fairbanks Company bas not only held its 
trade, but that for the first three months of 
this year its business has been largely in 
excess of any business it has ever done in 
its specialties—asbestos packed cocks, as- 
bestos disk valves and general supplies of 
all kinds for paper mills. 

The flume at the mill of the Globe Paper 
and Fibre Company, Brownville, N. Y., 
was carried away bodily on Wednesday 
owing to the tremendous pressure of water. 


It is reported that a new pulp mill will be 
constructed at Carthage, N. Y., this spring. 
Messrs. Maxwell, Yousey and McQuillan 
are interested in the project. They have 
taken the Tannery Island site and, it is said, 
will construct a good sized mill and then 
put up a paper mill if the pulp mill works 
allright. The mill site is farther down the 
river than the old tannery, so that the pro- 
moters can avail themselves of a better 
head and secure more power. It is said 
that the first installation will be three 
grinders, with room for more. 

The Niagara Falls Paper Company, Ni- 
agara Falls, N. Y., has given an order to the 
Jeffrey Manufacturing Company, Columbus, 
Ohio, for a steel cable wood conveyor to 
supplement that now in use. Thecompany 
has also awarded other contracts besides 
those heretofore reported ; these include 
building material, iron truss roofs, and two 
180 horse power engines. A loan of $1,000,- 
000 has been effected with the Metropolitan 
Trust Company, of New York, and the 
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money will be expended in the enlargement 
of the plant now under way, and in the pur- 
chase of timber tracts in Michigan. The 
Niagara Falls Paper Company has not yet 
decided how many new paper making 
machines it will put in, but may make the 
mill a six, eight or ten machine mill. 

The Heller & Merz Company has put 
new boilers and a new engine in its ultra- 
marine works at Newark, N. J., and con- 
templates putting in others. It has also 
added two new buildings to its aniline 
works, which will double its product and 
enlarge its field. 


WESTERN STATES. 

It is stated that Indiana parties are about 
to erect a large paper mill at Buchanan. 
Mich., and that negotiations with the Bu- 
chanan Water Power Company for the water 
supply are pending. A stock company 
will be organized, with a capital stock of 
$150,000. 

The work of placing new machinery in 
the mill of the Allegan Paper Company at 
Allegan, Mich., is progressing, and it is 
said that a start will probably be made very 
soon. 

It is reported that a pulp mill will be 
erected in the near future at Sandstone 
Falls, Wis., by H. Zeche, Sr.

If one could depend upon any con- 
stancy of conditions the bottom feed would 
not be so objectionable. After the boiler 
had adjusted itself to those conditions it 
would not hurt it to have the comparatively 
cold feed water flow over the fire sheet, and 
it would give a greater difference of tem- 
perature between the fire and water side 
and a greater rate of heat transmission. 
3ut in most work the demand for steam, 
and consequently the rate of feed, varies. 
which would result in a varying tempera- 
ture for the sheet with successive contrac- 
tions and expansions which might introduce 
stress which would distress the seams. The

In 
the hands of a careful attendant a boiler 
might get along without trouble, but he 
would have tobe of more than ordinary in- 
telligence, and in the hands of a careless or 
ordinary man the boiler would suffer less 
from a method of feeding which would mix 
the cooler with the hotter water before it 
reached the shell. 

There are other reasons for not approving 
of the introduction of cold feed directly 
upon the fire sheets. Cases are frequent 
where the sheets have been seriously 
damaged by corrosion or erosion, especially 
where the feed impinged upon them, as in 
the leg of a vertical or fire box boiler. A 
simple warm or tepid temperature is par- 


TRADE 
ticularly favorable to pitting and corrosive 
action, and witha slow fire the feed water 
entering cold may keep the temperature of 
the sheet near its outlet well down toward 
this point. 

Spraying the feed into the steam space is 
not approved for two reasons. Under nor- 
mally favorable conditions it is best to im- 
agine the steam space to be filled with 
invisible dry saturated steam. 

If you spray water at anything less than 
its own temperature you will condense a 
portion of it which will in part remain sus- 
pended in a cloud-like form, as does the 
condensed steam we see escaping from an 
exhaust pipe, and this cloud will be swept 
into the steam main and you will have

several per cent. of moisture at the engine.
